They guarded a new 48-hour truce 


between Jews and Arabs in the 
southerly Katamon quarter of Jer- 
usalem while they negotiated for a 
truce to cover the whole city and 
its Christian, Jewish and Moslem 
shrines.British Send Troops 


The first British reinforcements 
were an estimated 1,000 soldiers in 
full battle dress who reached Hai- 
fa yesterday from Cyprus aboard 
the flagship Empire Test, 


Before that, competent sources 


had estimated British strength in 
Palestine at 25,000 troops, including 
Bkelton armored and gun forces. 


The British army has been ship- 
ping out under a pledge to be gone 
by Aug. 1.

Shakespeare's plays was delivered 
at the Farran home this morning. 
Young Farran was alone In tho 


house. The 
explosion 
shattered 
windows. 


Mailed In .England 


Police said the parcel was mail- 


ed in England. The Inside of the 
book had been cut away to make 
room for the bomb. 


The Jewish 
youth, 
Alexander 
Rubowitz. 18, disappeared last May 
6. The Stern gang, Jewish under- 
ground organization In Palestine, 
claimed him as a member. 
The

The house bill provides only for 
a draft for regular service.

Air Force 502,000 and Navy and 
Marine Corps 666,882. The present 
total strength is 1,384,600.

bo registered, with those from 18 
thrush 25 liable for two years' ser- 
\ice.

could enlist voluntarily In the reg- 
ular army for two years, but in 
no other service. 


3. Most veterans would be exempt

ture firms. 


60 Similar Suits.

A Supreme Court ruling today ban- 
ned court enforcement of restric- 
tive real estate agreements which 
bar persons from all-white neigh- 
borhoods because of "race or col- 
or." 


Chief Justice Vinson wrote two 


opinions upholding 
In 
full 
the 
rights ot colored property owners. 
One opinion dealt with state court 
action*, the other 
with /idwal 
oourt cue*. 


Justices Jackson, Reed and Rut- 


ledge took no part in the 
case. 


Joining with Vinson were Justices 
Black, Frankfurter, Douglas, Mur- 
phy and Burton. 


The elx justices at the same time 
refused to declare that auch 
re- 
strictive agreements are themsel- 
ves invalid. Vinson wrote that so 
long as the agreements are volun- 
tarily adhered to, without enforoe- 
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proceedings in district court 
tho 
government's 
anti-trust 
cose 
against tho five top producers and 
a long list of other producers and 
distributors. 


The court's 
ruling 
cancelled 


findings by the district court that 
tho organization and operations of 
the big concerns did not show a 
"purpose" of monopoly. 
The majority consistently

ferred to joint agreements among 
the defendent movie concerns as 
a "conspiracy." The majority said 
tho agreements "had monopoly in 
exhibition for one of Its goals."

TIIE LKADRRS of three railroad unions, rep- 
resenting less than one-tenth of all railroad 
employees, have called a railroad strike that 
would paralyze the nation. 


These leaders refuse to accept a 15Vfe cents 


an hour wage increase retroactive to Novem- 
ber 1, 1947. This increase was recommended 
by an impartial Emergency Board appointed 
by President Truman, 


This increase of IS'/fc cents already has been 


accepted by the 19 other railroad unions. But 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Englnemen, and the Switchmen's Union of 
North America won't accept what more than 
90% of all railroad employes have accepted. 
They have called a strike to get more I 


Unions refuse rules discussion 


Certain rules chances demanded by these 
union leaders—which would increase wages 
still further — were recommended by the 
Board. But ihe union leaders want ipore— 
they demand that the railroads put into effect 
ALL the changes they asked for, Including 
those the Board felt should be denied. 


On top of this, they insist that certain rules 


changes proposed by the railroads be with- 
drawn—In spite of the fact that the Board 
recommended them! These union leaders 
have refused to negotiate except upon these 
arbitrary terms. 


Greater wage increase not justified 


Engineers and firemen are among the high- 
est paid of all employes in America, as figures 
in the box show. This strike threat doesn't 
justify giving a greater increase than other 
railroad workers received. 


Emergency Boards are a means provided 


by the Railway Labor Act In the public Inter- 
est to avoid strikes. The President's Board; 


after hearing evidence for 33 days, made 
recommendations based on all the facts in 
the case. The railroads have accepted these 
reconun cud n t ions. 


Who's to blame? 


Although they deplored so large an extra cost 
burden, the railroads accepted tho report of 
the Board because they felt it was in the pub- 
lic interest to uphold the spirit and intent of 
the Hallway Labor Act. 


In contrast, this small group of rail rood 


union leaders are attempting to flout th* 
intent and spirit of the Railway Labor Act, 
and dictate their own terms. 


They have dictated a paralyzing railroad 
strike.

Moreover, a point is 
often reached when personal Interests must 
be held subordinate to the greater public 
welfare, That is why tho railroads have ac- 
cepted the Emergency Board recommenda- 
tions. That Is also why the leaders of these 
three unions should reconsider their decision 
to call a paralyzing strike.
